C ity o f M e x ic o , April 20.—The house 
of deputies has passed the new extradi­ 
tion law substantially as reported to 
th a t body by the mixed commission 
representing the departm ents of foreign 
relations and justice. 
U nder the new 
law no Mexican can be extradited to 
any foreign state excepting in special 
eases to be decided by the executive of 
the republic, and naturalized citizens 
who have been m ade citizens for two 
years w ill be considered also as under 
these provisions. D elinquents who have 
been slaves in countries w here the crim e 
bus been com m itted will in no ease be 
given up to the foreign state. Religious, 
political and m ilitary offenses as well 
as sm uggling are not e x tra d ita b le . 
Persons living here and involved in 
judicial proceedings may not be de­ 
livered on dem and for extradition till 
they are either acquitted here or have 
served their sentence.
